12 Who Escaped Unharmed. 

‘The twelve miners who escaped 
slive were unhermed. They were 
caught just above the seventh level, 
and a cave-in of the fetaining walls 
saved them from death by gas and 
fire. according to meager reports 
available, 

Another group of twelve miners 
were probably instantly killed when 
the explosion occurred, according to 
conjecture by mine experts. The 
men were on the trip, coming to the 
curfave for the noon hour when the 
blast wrecked the mine. It is be- 
lieved they were thrown to the bot- 
tom of the shaft. 

Rescue work was proceeding slow- 
ly tonight, because of the debris lit- 
tering the workings and because of 
reads made impassable by heavy 
rain. which hampered transportation 
facilities in bringing rescue apparatus 
to the mine. 

Mouth of Mine Congested. 

Within an hour so many residents 
of the camp had congregated around 
the main portal of the tunnel that 
‘t was with difficulty that workmen 
and rescue crews were able to make 
their way to start the work of rescue. 

News of the disaster was sent to 
Kemmerer, and the main little moun- 


‘tain highway soon became congested 


with automobiles and person on foot, 
all on their way to the scene of the 
explosion. Rescue crews from the 
mines in the adjacent territory were 
quickly formed and started on their 
way to the mine. 

The rain continued to fall in vir- 
tnal torrents and shortly after news 
of the disaster kad spread to Kem- 
merer the road to the mining camp 
was declared to be impassable. An 
urgent call for help was dispatched to 
the bureau of mines headquarters at 
Denver and rescue car number 2, on 
duty at Trinidad, Colo., was ordered 
to proceed to the scene of the dis- 
aster. A second car, number 1, held 
in Butte, Mont., was ordered held in 
readiness for the journey in case it 
was needed. 

Gas Pours Out of Mine. 

As soon as a clearing large enough 
to admit a man had been opened into 
the wrecked main portal, rescuing par- 
ties attempted to enter the mine, but 
were forced to withdraw because of 
the gas which was pouring from the 
mine. Orders were sent at once to 
the Frontier mines at Diamondville, 
Cumberland and Rock Springs for 
rescue workers, and late in the after- 
noon a crew of about 200 menu had 


» been assembled at the mine.

Geneva, September 16.—Representa- 
tives of 12 governments, sitting pri- 
vately in sub-commission, gave pre- 
liminary approval today to the sev- 
eral articles concerning sanctions in 
the draft protocol which Dr. Edouard 
Benes, of Czecho-Slovakia, submitted 
after long and difficult negotiations 
as a pact which advances the cause 
of arbitration, produces a sense of 
security among nations and prepares 
the way for disarmament, 

Italy expressed some apprehensions 
concerning regional alliances, which 
are permitted by the draft pact, al- 
though r-delegates did not press 
this matter as the discussion con- 
tinued. Former Premier Branting, of 
sweden, voicing the opinion of the 
neutral states, declared that Dr, 
Benes had produced a big, historic 
document. 

Among the articles dealing with 
sanctions, which were thoroughly dis- 
cussed today, was article seven of the 
protocol, providing for general contri- 
butions from all states, in order that 
the country which the arbitral tri- 
bunals have declared an aggressor 
may be outlawed. This article obli- 
gates the signatories to assist the at- 
tacked state and insure the safety of 
land and sea communications.

FIVE-YEAR-OLD CHILD 
VICTIM IN BROWNTOWN 


Home Is Demolished and 


Mother and Her Infant 
Daughter Hurt—Record 
Rainfall Is Reported. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Macon, Ga, September 16.—Two 


persons are dead and a balf dozen 
or more others injured as a result of 
the storm that has been sweeping 
through southern Georgia. 

In Nashville, Ga., tonight an elec- 
tric wire that had been torn loose 
last night, crippling the electric light 
service, fell when the current was 
turned on and killed R. M. Chism, 
65, proprietor of a general store, 

The storm reached the proportions 
of 2 tornado in the vicinity of Brown- 
town, 25 miles from Brunswick, and 
killed one person and injured a half 
dozen others. The 5-year-cld daugh- 
ter of William Penn, timekeeper for 
the Hercules Powder company, was 
killed instantly. 

The Penn home was demolished, 

Mrs. Penn was badly ivjured, 
was on infant daughter. 

A half-dozen other homes near the 
Penn residence were wrecked. 

Three negroes were caught under 
the debris of one building, all of them 
injuries. 

The tornado struck the village 

about 10 a. m. and lasted only a 
short time. Physicians from near- 
by towns hastened to the ‘scene to 
render aid. ‘Licey reported tonight 
that every building wm the little town 
had been blown down. 

In Thomasville a record rainfall 
was reported, nearly nine inches in 
24 hours. Similar reports were re- 
ceived from Valdosta and other towns 
along the Florida line. 

No one was injuried in other cities 
in southern Georgia so far as can be 
ascertained tonight, though many of 
the towns are cut off from -the out- 
side world, wires being down. The 
roads are impassable. 

The local weather bureau issued a 
‘warning that the Oconee and Alta- 
maha rivers, south of here, will be 
out of their banks at all low points, 

The Ocmulgee river here is high, 
but still below flood stage.

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TORRENTIAL RAINS 
FALL IN COLQUITT. 

Moultrie, Ga., September 16.—New- 
port, Fia., and St. Marks were lashed 
Monday and Monday night by the 
worst gulf storm known in more than 
thirty years, according to a Moultrie 
party that reached bere this afternoon 
from Newport.

10.90-INCH DELUGE 
ENGULFS SAVANNAH. 


Savannah, Ga., September 16.— 
All weather records for rainfall in 
Savaunah were broken today, when 
at 2 p. m., 9.5 inches of rain had 
fallen in 24 hours... Since the weather 
bureau was established, many and 
severe as are the storms which have 
visited Savannah in half a century, 
there has never been such a rainfall. 
The heaviest 24 hours’ rainfall pre- 
viously had been 4.90 inches in 1882. 

Not only was the 24-hour record 
broken, but by 8 o'clock tonight 10.90 
inches had fallen since the night be- 
fore. For the rain did not stop 
with 9.5 inches, but continued 
through the afternoon. 

All Jast night it had poured in toer- 
rents and all day today the deluge 
came cewn with very brief intermis- 
sions. The result was that the city 
and the surrounding country were 
flooded. Street car traffic was tied 
up, telephones were out of commis- 
sion, factories shut down, _ street 
cave-in3 occurred, and in some cases 
the water ran into the basement and 
kitchen floors. Dwellings were jiso- 
lated in some sections of the city as 
if they were on islands. The safety 
of lighter frame buildings almost ap- 
peared threatened. The tourist camp 
was a lake, and barefooted refugees 
sought succor at Daffin park, part of 
which was also engulfed in the gen- 
eral torrent. 

Out ip the factory district, west 
of the city there was a complete 
shutdown of business. The fields on 
the Augusta road were flooded, and 
water ran above the running boards 
of automobiles. Street cars ran only 
intermittently and few of the factory 
hands were able to get out to the 
mills. Bay street extension was 
covered with water.

Such is the opinion of A. M. Beatty, 
well-known Atlantan, who was as- 
sistant to the chief clerk at the Joliet 
prison in the SOs, serving until 1903 

Mr. Beatty, who is at present con- 
nected with the city tax assessor's of- 
fice, declared the youthful “thrill” 
murderers would be treated as any 
prisoner is treated. Joliet prison has 
a reputation of,iron-clad strictness in 
treatment of afl prisoners, and next 
to Sing Sing. Joliet is dreaded by 
criminals, he said. 

There will be only two days in the 
year when Dickie and Nathan will 
be permitted to talk with themselves; 
or other prisoners. There will be oniv 
two davs in the year when they wil!

Mr. Beatty was connected with Jo- 
liet prison at the time the Bertillon 
method of identification was first in- 
troduced in this country. Joliet was 
the first prison to adopt it. He 
studied the system under the best of 
instructors and when the method was 
installed in the Ohio state prison, Mr. 
Beatty was assigned to the task. He 
is considered one of the leading ex- 
perts in the country.

DROPPED BY KLAN

of all connection with the organiza- 
tion, officials of the office of Charles 
G. Palmer, grand dragon of the Illi- 
nois klan, announced today. 

“Young's inordinate craving for per- 
sénal publicity is said by his friends 
to be responsible for the action of 
high officials, who are sworn to pro- 
tect the organization from any taint 
of commercialism,” says the Illinois 
Kourier, organ of the klan in Illinois. 
“It is agreed that the law enforce- 
ment officer performed a_e splendi.l 
service in Williamson county, for 
whisk he was well recompcensed.” 

Young's wife was blinded by shots 
and he was wounded by asvailants at 
the same time in southern Illinois 
some time ago when fired on from am- 
bush, and he is under indictment at 
Danville on federal charges in con- 
nection with his activities in southern 
Lilinois. 


It is understood that Young and 
his wife are in Atlanta undergoing 
treatment of loca! physicians. The 
couple stayed several days at a local 
downtown hotel some time ago, where 
they talked to newspaper men. About 
two weeks ago, the famous raider and 
his wife disappeared suddenly from 
view, and have not been seen since.

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Of War Presented by Benes 


Geneva, September 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The provisions of 
the draft protocol for the outlawry of 
war, already approved by the French 
and British representatives at the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations, 
which was presented today by For- 
eign lfinister Benes, of Czecho-Slova- 
kia, to the disarmament committee of 
the league, and which became avai!- 
able this evening to the Associated 
Press, are in substance as follows: 

The draft begins by stating that, 
with a view to insuring lasting peace 


in the world and to guaranteeing the, 


security of peoples when existence, 
liberty and territory migh: be threat- 
ened, and being desirous of establish- 
ing a system providing for peaceful 
settlement of disputes arising be- 
tween the members of the interna: 
tional community and for the repres- 
sion, if necessary, of international! 
crime, and being determined to carry 
out the reduction and limitation of 
armaments contemplated in article 5 
of the covenernt of the League of Na- 
tions, it is agreed to accept the fol- 
lowing provisions: 

Articles 1, 2, 3 and 5 of the draft 
must eventually be drawn up in 
agreement with the arbitration com- 
mittee of the assembly. Tncy provide 
that the signatories recoguize hence- 
forward as obligatory, ipse jure and 
without special convention, the jur:s- 
diction of the world court of justice in 
conformity with the comoulsory arbi 
tration clause, bu: with reservations. 


Must Submit All Disputes. 


These include that in the applica- 
tion of articles 12, 13 an 15 of the 
covenant, the signatories confirm 
their undertaking to submit to the 
council of the league all cisputes, in 
respect to which no other court 9f 
arbitration is provided for, with the 
understanding that the leagué assem- 
bly alone shall be competent to decide 
as t> the necessity for the revision of 
existing treaties. 

The council shall act as a court 
of arbitration, taking its decision by 
a majority vote. and the parties to 
the dispute shall retain the right to 
sit in the council during discussion 
of the matter submitted. During ex- 
amination of the dispute the council 
may, by a majority vote, order meas- 
ures to be taken by the parties in- 
yolved with a view to preventing or 
stopping armed conflict. The pro- 
cedure provided in the foregoing 
article shall apply to the permanent 
court of justice in cases which come 
within the competency of this court. 
If a dispute is submitted for arbitra- 
tion to some other body than the 
court of council, the council of the 
league shall have power to follow this 
measure, 

Article four of the draft provides 
that to safeguard the carrying out 
of provisional measures to prevent 
conflicts and to facilitate recognition 
of an aggressor, the council or the 
permanent court of justice, on its 
own initiative or at the request of 
one of the parties to the conflict. 
shall, when an appeal is made or at 
any other time. arrange for the send- 
ine of international supervisory com- 
mittees. These shall during the entire 
course of the procedure he entrusted 
with the task of insuring that none 
of the parties engages upon the prep- 
artion or mo\lization of an economic 
or military nature. The committees 
shall be composed of military and 
civil experts appointed by the coun- 
eil of the league from lists con- 
stantly kept up to date by the dif- 
ferent governments. 

Plan Outlawry Band. 
Article 5, which must go hefore the

which fails to submit its disputes to 
the rules of peaceful settlement in- 
dieated above, or fails to carry out 
the awards of competent arbitration 
bodies within the limits defined in 
a decision, and if its act of obedience 
is liable to trouble world peace, then 
it shall be declared an aggressor state 
and outlawed. This declaration of 
aggression shall be made by the per- 
manent court of justice when an or- 
der issued by it has not been carried 
out, in all other eases by the council's 
yoting hy a majority.

When 
the aforementioned declaration’ 15s 
made, the council of the league shall 
call upon the members of the league 
to put into operation the sanctions 
contained in article seven of the pro- 
tocol. This article, which formed 
the chief subject of today’s discus- 
sions before the committee, is one of 
the essential features of the draft. 
It declares that as soon as a declara- 
tion of aggression has been made and 
the outlawing of an aggressor has 
been effected by declaration, the ob- 
ligations of the signatories concern- 
ing sanctions of all kinds contained 
in article 16 of the covenant imme- 


‘diately will become operative. 


All Must Cooperate. 


The obligatione shall be _ inter- 
preted as obliging each member of the 
league to cooperate loyally and ef- 
fectively in support of the league cov- 
enant and in resistance to acts of 
aggression. In accordance with article 
16 of the covenant, the signatories 
undertake individually or collectively 
to assis: the state which is attacked 
or threatened and to give one another 
mutual support by facilities and recip- 
rocal exchanges as regards supplies, 
raw materials and foodstuffs of every 
kind, opening credits, transports and 
transit, and for this purpose to ensure 
the safety of the land and sea com- 
munications of the attacked or threat- 
ened state. The next paragraph stip- 
ulates that if both parties to a dis- 
pute have been declared aggressors ac- 
cording to the preceding provisions, 
then economic sanctions will be ap- 
plied to both of them. _— 

A supplementary article -empha- 
sizes that economic and financial 
sanctions are somewhat complex and

If within a time limit as hereafter 
fixed and after the coming into force 
of the protocol, the conference is not 
assembled or a scheme for the reduc- 
tion of armaments has not been 
adopted or carried out, the council of 
the league may record this fact and 
each signatory will thereupon regain 
its complete freedom of action. The 
conditions on which the council may 
declare that the scheme drawn up by 
the international conference has not 
been carried out and that, accord- 
ingly, the protocol has become nuil 
and void, shall be defined by the con- 
ference itself. 

Court to Decide. 

By article 10 of the draft all of the 
differences relating to the carrying 
out or interpretation of the protocol 
shall be submitted to the permanent 
court of international justice. 

Another article of the protocol 
dwells upon the demilitarized zones. 
It emphasizes that such zones as hare 
already been created through existing 
treaties as designed to prevent aggres- 
sion .and it recommends their crea- 
tion between states. The article con- 
tinues the already existing demilitar- 
ized zones or those which may be 
established in the future between 
equally consenting states, shall form 
the subject of temporary or perma- 
nent supervision organized by the 
council of the league at the request of 
one or all of the adjoining states. 

The text of the protocol is preceded 
by a’ general exposition of the princi- 
ples on which the draft is based. It 
emphasizes that compulsory procedure 
for the peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes has been universally recognized 
as indispensable.

Essentials of Plan. 
The essentials of Dr. Benes’ project

Blockade for Aggressor. 

An important article authorizes 
the council to set up permanent com- 
missions to draw up plans for block: 
ading an aggresser and for economic 
and financial cooperation. 

After authorizing regional agree 
ments the protocol makes arrange: 
ments for an international conferences 
on the reduction vf armaments, whic! 
shall be convened in the shortest time 
possible. If within a time limit to 
be determined hy the signatories th-s 
disarmament conference is not held, 
or its conclusions have not been care 
ried out, then 3il the signatories re- 
gain complete freedom of action. 

In the preamble to the draft tex‘. 
which forms part of the documen‘ 
submitted to his fellow delegates, Dr. 
Benes discussed in the frankest man- 
ner the difficulties confrorting the 
elaboration of any pact of arbitration, 
security and disarmament. He de- 
clared that the assembly seemeil 
unanimously of the opinion that the

P resident Sees 
Battleship Doom 
And Airship Rule 


BY THOMAS LI. STOKES, 

Washington, September 16.—The 
constantly simmering row between 
navy officers and air officials as to 
the relative merits of their branches 
of the service in these modern days of 
warfare has broken out afresh here. 
The new rupture was brought about 
by the position taken by President 
Coolidge as favoring greater attention 
to aviation and less to the navy, which 
he believes will become obsolete, of 
necessity, within a few years, 

Air service officials, as a result 
are jubilant, and are lookirg forward 
fo the president's championship of 
their cause as bringing larger appro- 
priations from congress this year. 
The navy, already given a setback by 
‘the budget bureau, which has knocked 
$50,000,000 off of the amount it asked 
this year, is preparing for 1 stiff figh+ 
for what it considers its due. 

Has Not Deserted Navy. 

The president has not deserted the 
navy. He intends that it shall have 
all that it needs, and is in favor of 
an adequate appropriation. In spite 
of much of the talk beinz heard re- 
garding its poor condition at present, 
he thinks that the navy is in good 
shape. He regards similar talk abont 
the army as being more or 
groundless, 

sut, on the other hand, he has 
come to believe from comment of of- 
ficers as a result of the around-the- 
world flight. that the battleship is on 


airplane will play a large part in war- 
fare of the future. On account of the 
development of aviation, for example, 


possible today to transport troops 
across the Atlantic, as was done in 
1917 and 1918. 
In the president's mind, it is simply 
a question as to whether more money 
should be spent on ships which will 
become obsolete in time and have to 
be scrapped, or whether this money 
thould be applied to developing the 
air service, which all the signs indi- 
cate is going to be the more important 
arm of defense in the future. 
Cannot Be Fooled. 
The president cannot be fooled by 
the various methods which are em- 


ploved by the army and navy to 
bring about an inerease of appropria- 
tions. He is determined to stick 
closely to the budget system. 

The row which has broken out 
again will lead to a fresh fire from 
both sides on this question, which has 
never been settled satisfactorily. After 
bombing tests in 1921 and 1922, when 
old battleships were destroyed by air- 
planes in tests, both sides claimed the 
victory. After the last test, held off 
Cape Hatteras, General Pershing 
pointed out that a fleet of airplanes 
from Langley tield could mobilize n 
seven hours at any point along the 
Atlsntic coast, and be ready to oper- 
ate on a huge scale against any hos- 
tile navy. 

Pershing Took No Sides. 

Pershing took no sides at that time, 
though he stated that it had been 
learned from. the war that heavy 
bombs could sink battleships, and that 
the utility of aviation in this respect 
was demonstrated by the tests. 

“These tests,” he said, “against 
these obsolete ships will not, I hope, 
be considered any conclusive evidence 
that similar bombs woyld sink mod- 
ern battleships, particularly when 
manned, defended and able to take 
protective measures against the ef- 
fects of damage by bombs. It does 
clearly show, however, that bombs 
can do great damage to battleships 
and that our air service has trained 
personnel that can bomb accurately.” 

The navy, on its side, has always 
recognized the value of airplanes, but 
has held that they were adjuncts and 
could never replace the navy. Briga- 
dier General William Mitchell, as- 
sistant chief of the air service, re-

CALCIUM LACTATE. 


The benefit derived from improved 
calcium (lime) metabolism in case« 
of asthma, hyperesthetie riinitis, and 
hay fever, is receiving more and more 
recognition. As I have explained in 
former talks, scientific investigations 
of the blood have shown that there 
is a lowered calcium content in these 
disease, conditions. It is not always 
enough, however, to take more cal- 
cium in food or in medicine. Ai- 
though that does seem to bring con- 
siderable relief in many cises, it is 
probable that there is some. peculiar 
deficiency in the capacity to metab. 
olize or utilize calcium, in. most suc. 
cases, and this functional deficiency

Why is money coined? 


Gold and silver are usually coined 
for convenience in exchange. Long 
ago, commercial transacticns were 
made with gold and silver, but tha: 
gold and silver was weighed and pay- 
ment was made in that way instead of 
by using coins. 

In modern nations, governments 
are the only ones who ccin money 
legally (this does not include bank 
notes). For this service of coinazy, 
three policies have been adopted. The 
old policy was ane of seigniorage. 
The government took, say, $5 worth 
of gol! and made it into a $5 gold 
niece which contained $4.35 worth of 
gold. This yielded a profit. 

The more general practice at pres- 
ent is for governments to take only 
“bracsage” on the money coined; that 
is, to keep back, out of the metai 
coined, just enough to cover the cost 
of coining. 

A third method which some fov- 
ernments use is the polics of totally 
free coinage—where no seignioraze 
ig taken and no brassge is kent.

New York, Se ber 16.—‘If the 
election was. held today, no candi- 
date would have a majority in the 
electoral college,” Clem L. haver, 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee, said in a statement to- 
night. 

Chairman Shaver, who was about 
to depart for Chicago to consult with 
the mid-western managers of the 
Davis-Bryan campaign, said he did 
not believe the people wanted to be 
fed with the usual “fool predictions” 
which emanate from headquarters. _ 

Mr. Shaver made the statement in 
response to questions by a group of 
newspapermen concerning his judg- 
ment of the present situation. When 
Mr. Shaver was asked to elabgrate 
on his reply, he said he ‘could not 
do so now without making state- 
ments that might be misunderstood.” 

“There is no doubt of the strength 
of the La Follette-Wheeler movement 
in certain states,” he asserted, “and 
whether or not this movement will 
grow or decline is a contingency that 
cannot be- determined. but which 
must be considered. So far as we 
can ascertaih, it is cutting into the 
republican votes in the states Presi- 
dent Coolidge must carry to be sure 
of election.” . 

When reminded that Mr. La Fol- 
lette’s strength in the electoral college 
has been estimated as high as 70 
votes, he replied: “Not if the election 
were held toddy.”
